and two passenger coaches left the 
track, resulting In the killing of two 
colored passengers and the serious in­ 
juring of ten or twelve more, and In­ 
juring of Engineer Ben' Plckren and 
the serious if not fatal Injuring of 
Firem an Frank Roberts. 
The killed 
are Tip Woods and Plenums Cooper. 
The catastrophe

upon a 
dump about ten feet high, thrown up 
for the purpose of elevating the track 
above overthrow s, and the supposed 
cause is the spreading of the rails. 
The engine completely turned over. 
The baggage car passed over the en­ 
gine into the ditch, and the colored 
coach lodged on top of the engine, 
with the sm oking car next to It. 
As 
the colored coach fell upon the engine, 
the bottom was completely knocked 
out of the forward end and It imme­ 
diately filled with hot steam, com plete­ 
ly blinding the passengers and burn­ 
ing and scalding several of them al­ 
m ost beyond 
recognition.

alm ost instantly burned to death.
